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Safety alert 
over school 


crossings

A DOZEN serious ‘drive-through' 
incidents at school crossings this 
year - including a person on a 
crossing patrol being injured - 
has led to a new safety campaign 
being launched. 

The new initiative, spearhead¬ 
ed by Luton council, reminds 
drivers that if they fail to stop 
they face a £1,000 fine and three 
points on their licence. 

Cllr Dave Taylor, the Council’s 
Portfolio Holder for road safety, 
said: “This year in Luton there 
have been a number of serious 
incidents, one of which resulted 
in the patrol being injured. 

“As an authority we will 
actively prosecute anyone who 
fails to stop. 

“In Luton the message is clear 
that stop really does mean stop 
- or you could pay the penalty.” 

Motorists are legally bound by 
the 1984 Road Traffic Act to stop 
for school crossing patrols. 

This is not just limited to 
schoolchildren, as since 2001 
anybody can be helped across 
the road by a crossing patrol. 

Some motorists are continuing

to ignore the law, and police and 
the council are concerned for 
the safety of both staff and 
members of the public. 

Particular complaints have 
been raised about drivers who: 
fail to stop, drive around the 
patrol while they are in the road 
and loudly rev their engines 
while the patrol, children and 
pedestrians cross the road. 

The most recent incident 
involved a patrol on Leagrave 
High Street at the junction of 
Pastures Way at the end of last 
month. 


The road was clear, the school 
crossing patrol displayed her 
sign and was in the middle of the 
road when she saw a van turning 
right out of Pastures Way. 
Despite the patrol being in clear 
view, he failed to stop and she 
had to jump out of the way. In 
another incident this year a 
patrol was injured. 

There was also a case of a 
crossing patrol in Lewsey Road, 
being hit by a car in 2011, which 
left her unable to continue. 

She was hit by a vehicle when 
in the middle of the road. 

The patrol returned to work 
but left soon afterwards, as she 
was too nervous to continue. 

A spokeswoman for Luton 
Borough Council said: “We have 
previously run an awareness 
campaign including distribut¬ 
ing car stickers, fridge magnets 
and information leaflets regard¬ 
ing the laws to the public and 
posters displayed in places such 
as libraries, community centres 
and health centres. 

“Due to continued reported 
incidents we have started a lamp 
column poster campaign target¬ 
ing motorists at sites where 
there have been incidents.”

Man with 1300 child sex 
abuse images is jailed

A MAN caught with more than 
1,300 images of child sex abuse 
on his computer has begun a jail 
sentence still denying his guilt. 

Philip Dimmock, 54, was told 
by a Judge that because he was 
still hiding his perversion imme¬ 
diate custody was the only sen¬ 
tence available to the court. 

Judge David Farrell QC said: “In 
the case of those who admit their 
guilt and seek help, the court can 
make some form of community 
order coupled with rehabilitation 
to ensure this behaviour is not 
repeated. 

“But you deny it so there is 
no alternative to immediate 
custody.” 

Dimmock, of Northfields, 


Dunstable was convicted by a 
jury at Luton Crown Court last 
month of 17 charges of making 
indecent images of children. 

He was jailed for eighteen 
months when he came back to 
the court to be sentenced on 
Friday. 

The jury had heard how police 
raided his home in September 
2012 and seized his computer. 

They found a total of 1,354 
sexual images of children on it, 
with sophisticated software that 
he had used to try and cover his 
tracks. 

The majority of the images were 
in the lowest category of serious¬ 
ness, but some were at a higher 
level including one of a baby and 
another of a child aged 5-7. 

He claimed he used the 
computer to view adult pornog¬ 


raphy but had not sought out 
pictures of children. 

Judge Farrell told him; “You 
have to realise that children are 
actually abused to produce 
material for your perverse sexual 
gratification. They are appalling 
images.” 

Natalie Gough, defending said: 
“This case has completely trau¬ 
matised him. He is not in the best 
of health and is a vulnerable 
person who will not receive the 
support he needs in prison. 

“He still maintains his denial. 
He was very respected in his 
local community and feels he has 
let his family down.” 

The judge also made a Sexual 
Offences Prevention order for ten 
years, and Dimmock will have to 
register as a sex offender also for 
ten years.

GUN AMNESTY UNTIL FRIDAY 

BEDFORDSHIRE Police is taking 
part in a national gun amnesty 
which will run until Friday, 
November 21. It gives people an 
opportunity to surrender a fire¬ 
arm without being prosecuted 
for illegally possessing the 
weapon. The amnesty is a 
national initiative which aims to 
reduce the number of weapons 
across the country. Chief 
Inspector Gavin Hughes- 
Rowlands said: “We are commit¬ 
ted to tackling gun crime. 
Firearms offences have actually 
reduced by more than a third 
across the county over the past 
five years.”

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Want help? Just 
don’t breastfeed

A VULNERABLE mum has 
been sent to the bottom of a 
waiting list for counselling 
because her therapist was 
‘uncomfortable’ with her 
possibly needing to breast¬ 
feed. 

Laura Thomas, of Laburnum 
Road in Sandy, was first 
referred to the NHS service 
Ready to Talk, based in 
Dunstable, by her doctor four 
months ago after suffering 
depression. 

At that time staff made a 
note on her file that she would 
need to bring her son Kyran, 
now six months, with her and 
may need to breastfeed. 

On November 6, the 21-year- 
old mum received a call from 
Martin Crook, a counsellor 
attached to her GP’s surgery, 
telling her she was at the top 
of the list to be seen and an 
appointment could be made 
for a few days’ time. 

However, Laura says that as 
Mr Crook was going through 
her notes he noticed she was 
breastfeeding and asked if she 
could find someone to look 
after Kyran while she attend¬ 
ed the session. 

When she said she couldn’t, 
she claims Mr Crook said he 
wouldn’t be able to see her as 
he’d feel ‘uncomfortable’ and 
‘embarrassed’ and felt he 
wouldn’t be able to do his job. 

As a result she has now been 
pushed back to the bottom of 


the list to wait for a female 
counsellor to see her 
instead. 

Laura said: “It isn’t 
like I’d be feeding 
him the whole 
time. I was so upset 
I have cried every 
day since. When he 
called that morn¬ 
ing I felt relieved 
because I could final¬ 
ly talk to someone and 
I had been waiting so long. 

“The manager phoned me 
later that day and backed him 
up saying if a counsellor feels 
uncomfortable the session 
won’t work. 

“I can understand that but 


now I’m back to where I start¬ 
ed. 

“She said a female 
counsellor who was 
happy for me to 
breastfeed would 
call me back but 
why does it even 
need to be a 
female counsel¬ 
lor?” 

Laura was told she 
would receive a call 
back early this week but as of 
Friday still had not heard any¬ 
thing. 

LoS contacted Ready to Talk 
and Martin Crook but neither 
chose to provide a response in 
time for our deadline.

Lottery grants top

NEW figures reveal that The 
National Lottery has invested 
more than £62m in Luton 
projects in the twenty years 
since the first draw on 19 
November 1994 - and created 
18 millionaires in the town. 

A total of 759 grants have 
been awarded to individuals 
and organisations in Luton. 
The largest has been £9.6m to 
the Community Space 
Challenge (CSC) programme 
which helps young people 


who are at risk of offending or 
anti-social behaviour. 

The smallest has been £525 
to a Second World War widow 
from Luton towards travel 
costs for a commemorative 
visit to France. 

The first National Lottery 
grant was £94,000 awarded to 
Homes For Homeless People, 
a Freefone National Helpline 
for young, single, homeless 
people based in Luton. 

Other Lottery-funded pro¬ 
jects in the area include 
Wardown Park Museum, 
Luton Central Library and 


Wardown Park. 

The lives of individuals in 
Luton have also been changed 
with 232 winners of prizes 
over £50,000, including a 
stunning 18 millionaires, 
created to date. 

Jackie O’Sullivan, from the 
National Lottery, said: “In 20 
years, The National Lottery 
has helped transform life in 
Luton for the better. 

“Thousands of individuals 
across the UK have won 
life-changing prizes with 
3,600 millionaires created to 
date.”

JUNCTION 10a of the Ml is to 
be closed this weekend and 
the next to allow for road 
improvements. 

The closures are part of 
Luton Borough Council’s 
£30million improvement 
scheme, supported by the 
Government’s Regional 
Growth Fund, which is tack¬ 
ling significant queues and 
congestion experienced at 
the junction by widening the 
Ml Spur Road and New 


Airport Way (A1081) to three 
lanes in each direction. 

The Ml Spur Road will be 
closed going eastbound until 
6am tomorrow morning, with 
traffic able to join, but not 
leave the motorway at 
Junction 10 and will be closed 
in both directions from 8pm 
on Friday until 6am on 
Monday November 24. 

Between these dates traffic 
will neither be able to join nor 
leave the Ml at Junction 10. 

Meanwhile, further over¬ 
night closures are anticipated 
during late November and 


early December. 

Cllr Dave Taylor, Portfolio 
Holder for Environment, said: 
“This major works scheme 
being undertaken by the 
Council is aimed at improv¬ 
ing reliable journey times 
into the south of Luton. 

“We are doing everything 
possible to keep disruption to 
an absolute minimum, 
particularly by keeping two 
lanes open in each direction 
wherever possible during 
peak times, and are reaching 
a particularly busy point in 
the programme.”

We can work together 
for the common good 


Police and Crime Commissioner 
Oily Martins explains how, at a 
local level, politicians from different 
parties are working together 


AMID an apparent mood of 
widespread public disillu¬ 
sionment with the ‘Punch 
and ludy’ of Westminster 
politics, according to opin¬ 
ion polls, people may be sur¬ 
prised to know that at a local 
level politicians of different 
stripes can be quite accom¬ 
plished at working together 
for the common good. 

Here in Bedfordshire it’s no 
secret that I am an elected 
Labour politician, but my 
role is not about party poli¬ 
tics. It’s about doing my best 
for Bedfordshire citizens, 
working with Conservative 
colleagues who run Central 
Bedfordshire Council, the 
Lib Dem elected mayor in 
Bedford and indeed my 
Labour colleagues from 
Luton Borough Council 
towards our goal of keeping 
people safe. 

A prime example is 
Bedfordshire’s IOM 

(Integrated Offender 
Management) programme, 
which received over £126,000 
thisyear from my Community 
Safety Fund to help manage 
offenders who commit the 
most crime. 

IOM is a successful partner¬ 
ship of the three local author¬ 
ities and organisations from 
across the county - in 2013 


seven out of 10 offenders 
managed by the IOM team 
turned their backs on crime 
or reduced their offending. 
The number of crimes this 
group were responsible for 
fell by just over a quarter (26 
per cent or 308). These 
impressive results stem from 
people stepping across the 
political divide in order to 
deliver results. 

A similar story can be told of 
Bedfordshire’s strategic alli¬ 
ance with Herts and Cambs 
police. Here we have a very 
successful, pioneering 
collaboration programme 
involving one Labour PCC 
and two Conservative PCCs. 
What some anticipated 
would be a difficult relation¬ 
ship is in fact a united front to 
deliver the most effective ser¬ 
vice possible. 

I recently became the lead 
PCC for Counter Terrorism 
andERSOU (Eastern Regional 
Special Operations Unit), 
being entrusted with this 


responsibility by the four 
Conservative PCCs and the 
independent PCC in the east¬ 
ern region. Again, this work - 
vital in Bedfordshire with our 
airport - benefits from the 
way we simply focus on the 
task in hand. 

To be fair, our own 
Westminster representatives 
have also been prepared to 
work across the party divide 
in the interest of the county, 
with all six local MPs attend¬ 
ing a meeting in Parliament 
earlier this year to lobby the 
Home Office about funding 
predicaments. Whilst we still 
await any change by the gov¬ 
ernment to the police fund¬ 
ing formula, it was probably 
not entirely by coincidence 
that an announcement short¬ 
ly after our meeting with the 
Policing Minister provided 
the innovation funding for 
the computer tablets and 
mobile devices that allow 
officers to spend more time 
on our streets.

STEP away from the mobile phone. Put away 
the tablet.

“I may have become overly familiar with 
the motorway service stations of the UK, but 
I really like discovering new places. It’s 
important to visit out of the way towns 
because it gives you a new perspective.” 

Is Bedford out of the way? Well, it is if 
you’re an American, raised in North Carolina 
and now living in Montana. 

Rich is a master at crafting on-the-spot 
songs out of the smallest items of informa¬ 
tion that he gleans from the audience. 

“I always have a guitar beside me on stage 
in case something happens. But, it’s funny, 
the less information I get from people, the 
more you can improvise. Nothing is out of 
bounds.” 

The fuel that powers Rich’s act is a mar¬ 
vellous sense of simmering fury. 

The stand-up, who stars regularly on TV 
and radio gets riled by, ‘the level of incom¬ 
petence and amount of crap in the world’. 

So is Rich really that irate in reality or is it 
simply a persona he adopts for comic effect 
on stage? 

“I’m not really angry at all. There are very 
small outward changes in my emotions. 
People think, This guy looks grumpy’, but 
that’s just how my face is put together. Your 
comic demeanour has to match your face. 
Most comedians fit their face.” 

Rich also enjoys the fact that, “Brits like to 
insult you. Sometimes they come to the 
stage door after the show and say, ‘We real¬ 
ly prefer Lee Mack.’ But I know the subtext - 
they must quite like me if they have waited 
in line to insult me!”

The Book of Life 
Showing at Luton Cineworld

DRAWING on Mexican folklore, this 
vibrant adventure tells the legend of 
conflicted hero Manolo who sets out 
on an epic quest through the magi¬ 
cal world of the dead to rescue his 
true love and save his village. 

Up and coming studio Reel FXhave 
partnered with 20th Century Fox 
Animation to deliver this stunning 
Romeo and Juliet-style story set 
against the colourful setting of 
Mexico’s Day of the Dead. 

The unique visuals are the brain¬ 


child of director Jorge Gutierrez who 
wanted the glorious concept art to 
be delivered on screen. 

From the outset the film is beautiful 
to look at but it’s the second half that 
really ramps as Manolo ventures 
into the Land of the Remembered. 

Every world Manolo explores is 
bursting with never-ending colours 
in a style that is both fresh and 
unusual, but while the gorgeous 
animation is thrilling, it’s a shame 
that the story has been neglected. 

Manolo, a guitar-playing bullfight¬ 
er, and local hero Joaquin, are both 
in love with the beautiful Maria in a 
predictable tale that lacks longing, 
threats and simply falls flat. 

It’s a tale we’ve heard a million 
times before and sadly makes the 
outcome all too predictable. 


The voice cast ranges from 
Channing Tatum to Ice Cube who 
deliver fun performances that just 
about keep us entertained, especial¬ 
ly when coupled with the dark 
undertones set by Xibalba; ruler of 
the Land of the Forgotten. 

The film challenges kids to explore 
life and death but fails to deliver a 
good strong moral to the story. By 
throwing all risks out the window, 
we no longer care what happens to 
the characters because it’s obvious 
everyone’s guaranteed a happy end¬ 
ing - even so-called villain Xibalba. 

Fortunately for The Book of Life, 
not even the poorly revamped pop 
songs or loose story can detract from 
what is truly a cheery work of art that 
is sure to keep the kids entertained.

The latest Audi A6 Avant gets styling revisions 
inside and out and a more efficient EU6- 
compliant engine range, really going to town 
with the working smarter rather than harder 
theme. If there’s a cleverer estate car out there, 
it’s keeping very quiet about it. 

It was Colin Chapman who said that the best way to improve 
a vehicle was to simplify then add lightness. If that is indeed 
the case, then Audi’s A6 Avant is halfway to becoming a decent 
drive. It has certainly added lightness, with the entry-level 
2.0-litre TDI diesel version that most customers will choose 
slicing 70kg from its predecessors kerb weight. The A6 has 
never had the best reputation for ride, largely because it 
took Audi quite some time to figure out how to tune their 
suspensions systems in harmony with the stiffer sidewalls of 
run-flat tyres. The latest A6 improves that situation by taking 
crucial unsprung weight out of the suspension system by using 
aluminium components and also offers the option of adaptive 
air suspension with controlled damping. 

Engines? The A6 gets a wide choice of diesel units with an 
entry-level 190PS 2.0 TDI powerplant at the foot of the range. 
Next up is a 204PS 3.0 TDI engine that offers the starting point 
for the option of a quattro 4WD system you have to have if you 
order this unit in 245PS guise. If that’s not fast enough, there’s a 
313PS 3.0 BiTDI diesel range-topper. 

Petrol choices are more niche-orientated. So you get the 
sporting 420PS 32v V8 4.0-litre S6 model which sits just below 
the fearsome RS6 flagship variant, offering 560PS from a more 
potent version of the same 4.0-litre V8. 


If anything, the Avant’s styling is rather better resolved than 
that of the A6 saloon’s. Where the four door car has an 
aggressive front and somewhat apologetic rear end lines, the 
Avant looks better balanced, to this eye at least.The steeply- 
raked rear window hints that this Audi is more concerned with 
style than ultimate carrying capacity but most buyers in this 
class will forgo a few litres of space for a slinkier shape. 

There’s plenty of space to play with inside the A6 Avant, 
though. The wheelbase has been massively extended over its 
predecessor’s with resultant benefits when it comes to interior 
room. 

The Audi A6 Avant makes all the right numbers. If you were to 
choose an executive class estate car based on specifications and 
hard economics, the Audi would get the nod every time. 

It has progressed in all the right ways, offering less weight, 
more space and better efficiency. It is, in every conceivable 
respect, a better car than before. Is that enough though? 

That’s a tough question to answer. Audi has quietly eclipsed 
both of its key German rivals when it comes to interior 
finish and technological convergence. What it lacks when 
compared to BMW or Mercedes is charisma. The A6 is like 
that ferociously intelligent but softly-spoken university lecturer 
who sends his students to sleep. It needs a little more spikiness 
and attitude in its DNA. Until then, it’s a car to admire, if not 
to love.

Miller grinds out win

SUPER sub Ricky Miller dished out a delicious 
dose of deja vu as he came off the bench to 
strike a Luton winner for the second succes¬ 
sive match. 

Last week the former Boston hitman was sent 
on the pitch to settle an FA Cup tie against 
Newport. He did, although Jake Howells scored 
afterwards to take some of the glory. 

Against a stubborn second-from-bottom 
Tranmere Rovers side, without a win in League 
Two since August, Town boss John Still again 
gave Miller his cue. Six minutes later he auda¬ 
ciously curled through the fingertips of Petr 


Brezovan from 25-yards out. It took an age to 
nestle in the corner of the net but this time the 
plaudits were all his. 

“For him to score a goal like that at Kenilworth 
Road, well, it’s a wonder strike,” said first team 
coach Hakan Hayrettin, adding: “It was a great 
substitution by the manager and it came off. 

“I didn’t think they expected him [Miller] to 
turn and shoot from where he did but we know 
he’s capable of that because we see it every day. 

“The boy took his chance well. “Good luck to 
him. It’s a worldie.” 

Miller’s first ever Football League goal sent 
the Hatters to the top of League Two for at least 
48 hours - with Wycombe due to play Burton 
on Monday night - and extended their unbeat¬ 
en run in the division to 11 games. 

Save for a promising first 20 minutes for their 
rivals from the Wirral that record rarely looked 
in jeopardy, though a stalemate looked an ever 
increasing possibility until Still waved his 


magic wand and Miller capped a wondrous 
seven days.

They’d had more than enough chances to 
make the net bulge with Luke Guttridge twice 
being denied by Brezovan, while Michael 
Harriman squandered the best chance of the 
first half. 

In the only change to the side that booked an 
FA Cup second round tie against Bury last 
week, Fraser Franks returned to the backline 
for the first time since August and a hernia 
operation, with Alex Lacey making way. 

Rovers picked up their last League Two win 11

It had been four long years with numerous 
different (so called) saviours, from ex-players 
to managers who ‘had done it before’ with 
other teams, but yet the end result was always 
the same. Bitter disappointment. 

I moved to America in August 2009 believ¬ 
ing that in exactly one year Luton would be 
kicking off another season back in the 


Football League... Yes I was one of those. I 
totally underestimated non league football, 
but I also underestimated just how bad a state 
our club was in. 

After the proverbial kick in the teeth by the 
FA and Football League it was obvious we 
were still suffering a hangover and while 
20/20 came in knowing where they wanted to 
be the battle was going to be getting there. 

On the pitch it became every opposition’s 
Cup Final playing in front of crowds non 
league had never seen the likes of before. 

We were Luton Town, former Littlewoods 
Cup winners, FA Cup finalists. 

We were far too big to be non league. And 
that’s where the problems began. 

The hurt from the treatment of our club 
started manifesting itself through the sup¬ 
porters who were turning on each other and 
the team. 

Four years later and the wait remained to 
get back where every Luton fan felt we 
belonged and while the FA Cup and Scott 


Rendell provided a fantastic memory in the 
2012-13 season the League again proved to 
beat any sort of hope I had out of me. 

It was getting too much and by the time Still 
came in I had completely given up. 

Last season started with no expectations. I 
couldn’t. 

It was becoming too hard getting built up 
for a season only to have it crumble in front of 
me by January or February. 

The slow start had me believing I’d made the 
right choice and it was going to be another 
season of mediocrity, until suddenly it start¬ 
ed clicking. 

The win over Alfreton relit the flame of 
hope. Four nil up after seventeen minutes 
was enough to make even the harshest critic 
sit back and take note. Could it be? Nah. 
Cambridge were too far ahead. 

If anything it would be play-offs again and 
we all knew how they went. Something was 
different though this time. 

I couldn’t quite put my finger on it but it felt 


different. It felt like even if we didn’t go up we 
would be well placed for a charge to the fol¬ 
lowing season. 

“I’m not a quick fix.” “It’s a two year plan.” 

He’d lied to me, blatantly, but yet I couldn’t 
be mad. The fantastic 27 games unbeaten run 
all but handed us the title and when the 
inevitable happened on that Tuesday night it 
honestly felt like a weight had been lifted 
from my shoulders... and I don’t even play for 
or own the club so I can’t imagine how the 
likes of Gary Sweet, Jake Howells and Nick 
Owen felt. 

I am honest. I didn’t believe. It had gotten 
too hard to, but now I wear the badge with 
pride and it clearly reads... I believe in John 
Still.

RICKY Miller admitted he is 
on “cloud nine” after firing a 
stunning winner to sink 
Tranmere Rovers - his sec¬ 
ond goalscoring cameo in a 
week. 

The Luton striker was 
plucked from Conference 
North side Boston in the 
summer, where he netted 24 
times in the division to be 
named its player of the year. 

He had to bide his time and 
get used to the fitness 
demands of full time profes¬ 
sional football but has 
stamped his name across two 
memorable Hatters wins in 
the space of seven days. 

“I’m on absolute cloud nine, 
I am absolutely buzzing,” 
Miller said after netting a 
stunning curler against 
Rovers, six minutes after 
coming off the substitute’s 
bench, to win 1-0. 

“Obviously, the gaffer’s got 
faith in me. 


“He chucked me on, told me 
to make something happen 
and luckily it has come off 
and we got three points.” 

After finding the net Miller 
made a bee-line for the fans 
in the Main Stand, cupping 
his ears as they jubilantly 
cheered. 

“Apparently I’ve got to work 
on my celebrations but hope¬ 
fully that will come with the 
more experience I get,” he 
said. 

“As soon as it goes in the 
back of the net you sort of 
phase out and then wake up 
at the halfway line again. 

“It was just brilliant to get a 
goal - my first one in the 
league, in front of the home 
crowd. 

“The fans are different 
class, they turn out every 
week in their numbers and 
I’m just pleased to get a win¬ 
ner in front of the home 
crowd.” 

The Kenilworth Road faith¬ 
ful already had the pleasure 
last week when he broke 
Newport’s resistance with his 
second touch to send the 


Hatters on their way to a 4-2 
FA Cup first round victory. 

But his 25-yard strike 
against second-from-bottom 
Tranmere lifted Town to the 
top of League Two, with 
Wycombe not playing until 
Monday night, and Miller 
said: “I’m just pleased to get 
the three points and go top 
again and put the pressure on 
Wycombe.” 

Miller replaced Town’s top 
scorer Mark Cullen, who had 
been presented with the 
League Two player of the 
month award earlier in the 
month. 

He joked: “Benno [Paul 
Benson] and Cullen tire the 
defence out then I come on 
and look sharp because 
they’re all knackered and I 
get the plaudits, so I’m happy 
with that.” 

Yet the striker was able to do 
so, thanks to a stunning late 
save from Luton keeper Mark 
Tyler, to deny Kayode Odejayi, 
and Miller said of his travel 
buddy: “He’s different class.”
